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With reporters flung far and wide over 
the California countryside last Sunday, 
CYCLE NEWS journeyed with most of the 
staff to Perris, again, where the Inland 
Motorcycle Dealers Association put on a 
free Trials and Balancing contest aided by 
the California Eagles and Never Ready’s 
Motorcycle clubs. 

To enter the contest, your cycle had to 
have a muffler (Riverside enthusiasts are 
acting to KEEP their recreation areas). 
It helped a great deal if it also had a 
giant cheater sprocket, plenty of slow slog- 
ging power, and fresh knobbies with about 
three pounds of air in the front and six 
pounds in the rear, secured by sheet metal 
screws driven through the rims. 

We took along a couple of Trail 90’s, 
generously lent by Long Beach Honda, a 
175cc Montesa Enduro, a 250cc Greeves 
Enduro machine which had been suitably 
modified for trials, and even included “The 
Puny Express,” our 55ce office shag bike, 
contributed by Jiffy Air Tool Company.

Slow speed is the 
secret of trials success, and anyone who 
can learn to balance a bike standing still 
without touching a foot to the ground 
should become a master after a little prac- 
tice.

SPORTSMEN RULES DUE FOR CHANGE? 


Many a fan, promoter and competition club will be watching the A.M.A. 
Sports Committee’s reaction to the forthcoming event promoted by Sandy 
Belond and Roxy Rockwood at Carlsbad. For many years discussions and 
problems occurred because of the Sportsman rules and regulations, written 
or unwritten. Many courses have died from lack of spectator and rider 
interest because of the poor facilities provided. Many of the competition 
clubs and promoters were unable to obtain enough income from events in 
order to enable them to put in the necessary facilities to make the courses 
less primitive for riders and spectators alike. 

We have been told that there are maximum admission fees which can 
be charged for Sportsman events, that a Sportsman event can not have a 
permanent fence or barrier between the course and the spectators, nor can 
there be permanent grand stands provided. In checking, I find that some 
of these rules are written and-some are unwritten, but are generally ac- 
cepted beliefs. Many of the course owners and sponsoring clubs of various 
tracks would like to add fences, grandstands, ambulances, adequate johns, 
riders medical insurance, etc., but they have not done so for fear of being 
unable to obtain sanctions for Sportsman events and, thereby, eliminating 
themselves as a possible place for competition riders to participate.. 

But it looks as though all of this may be changed. We have now, right 
in our own back yard, an event which will challenge all the written and 
unwritten rules. There will be a charge at the spectator gate which is above 
the so-called Sportsman maximum; there will be fences provided which 
will protect the spectators and therefore keep the cost of public liability 
down; and there will be grandstands provided which will enable the spec- 
tators to sit down. As far as this writer knows, there has been no change in 
the Sports Committee’s rules at the time of this writing, but there is a 
possibility that some hurried changes may be made in order to accommodate 
Mr. Rockwood. 

We would very much like to see these changes made. They would greatly 
enhance the sport as far as spectators are concerned and enable many of 
the course owners to make some greatly needed improvements which would 
reflect favorably on the sport as a whole. It is a shame that it took so long 
to see some of ese regulations challenged. 

Or will the Sports Committee merely overlook this event because of the 
reputation of this promoter, making this a special case, and reprimand 
anyone else attempting the same thing?

THE FINISH LINE 


By ROXY ROCKWOOD 


Two indoor short’ track dates have been 
confirmed now for Saturday nights, Feb. 
5 & 12, in the Long Beach Arena. 

Riders, tuners and distributors are really 
getting on the ball early for the coming 
two Carlsbad Raceway road races with the 
eventual eye toward a win or high finish 
at Daytona. 

The team idea that we have long pushed 
and hoped for looks like it will be much 
more than we thought, Watch for important 
announcements in the next few weeks 
about some newly formed teams that will 
be running for the first time in AMA com- 
petition this coming season. 


MONEY MATTERS 


The time is appropriate to review the 
rider point fund payoff sheet from the 
AMA. The money came from three sources 
to make up the total that went to the top 
20 riders in the final national standings. 

Over $9,000 was paid in from entry fees, 
promoter fees and late rider entries. Day- 
tona took in the most from advance rider 
entry fees while the Sacramento national 
paid the most to the point fund from late 
rider entry fees, No less than twenty riders 
decided to enter the Sacramento race at a 
late date. At $25.00 a throw this greatly 
increased the fund. 

The Springfield sponsors paid the most 
into the fund, which is based on a percent- 
age of the purse that is paid to the riders. 

Even a non-national event paid toward 
this most worthy cause. The Winchester, 
Va. TT race that was run especially for 
TV paid $500.00 to the fund that has per- 
haps been the best addition to the rules 
for the riders in the last decade. 

Riders paid in a total of over $8,000 in 
early and late entry fees, with the promot- 
ers paying in a total of $1500.00. 

Bart Markel took home a ffat 25% of the 
total fund which came to just under $2500 
for the Michigan fence buster. Dick Mann 
was second with $1287.00. 

Next year the top riders will benefit 
even more when only the top 10, instead 
of the current top 20, receive the entire 
national point fund money. 

The present payoff was good for,a starter 
but it did not put the money in the right 


places in more than one case. 

One rider who rode every one of the 
nationals offered this year scored. close to 
200 national points more than another rider 
who rode in only a few of the events, yet 
they both received the same amount. 

This will be corrected next year. The 
more active high finishing riders will re- 
ceive their just due. 


$24. FOR A NATIONAL? 

The one weakness now comes from some 
of the fees paid for a national event by 
some of the promoters, In one case this 
past season a group was granted a national 
event for the total of only $24.00 to the 
fund. 

This is not to say that promoters pay 
only this amount for an entire national. 
They also pay official fees and other ex- 
penses, but it does seem that a national 
sanction should be worth more than the 
price of a good racing tire. 

Promoters of car events, both big and 
small pay a far greater amount than this 
for many non-national races. If the sanction 
fees could.just be doubled it would help 
swell the rider fund and make professional 
racers’ incomes less shameful. 

The car racing fund for at least two 
associations has really been developed into 
big money. It runs over the one hundred 
grand mark in some cases. 

The AMA is certainly on the right track 
in sarting a point fund. It now has been in 
effect for two years, Let’s keep it climbing 
every year but not with just the riders 
carrying the load. 

Any promoter that wants’a national event 
should be willing and able to at least pay 
a hundred-dollar bill to the best fund that 
has yet been developed for the benefit of 
the riders. 

It is also interesting to note that the 
majority of the riders who did sign in late 
and pay the higher entry fee never made 
the main events. Advance preparation still 
pays off. 

The riders have all received their point 
fund checks, which certainly came at the 
right time of the year. The AMA also 
knows how to play Santa Claus.

“The Leather Boys”

Don't let the title fake you out, this full- 
length feature movie is about the “ton- 
up” (100mph plus) boys of England, who 
meet at the Ace Cafe, an all night truckers 
stop on one of London’s main drags, and 
go ride their motorcycles 100mph on the 
Queen’s highways.
